Prof. Willian? James has characterized 
habils as “pathways worn through te 
nerve-<enlers.”

If a child is 
taken in hand early enough, it is as 
simple 4 matter to teach him the daily 
use of the tooth-brush as it is to teach 
him to chew gum; as eusy to train him 
into the belief that the mouth is not the 
Place for fingers. as to allow him to 
quiet himself by sucking his thumb, ‘ 

The trouble with most bad habits is 
thet they are so quickly formed in small 
children. The mother relaxes her care 
for a day or two, and a new trick ap- 
pears, or the work of weeks on an old 
on is undone, 

Eternal vigilance is here the price of 
Peace. It may take three troublesome 
weeks to break up the nail-biting that 
thirty years may not avail for later, be- 
cause by that time every nerve in the 
body wifl incessantly demand to fullow 
Aheir easy beaten pathway. 

What is gue of the physical habits is 
equally so ‘of the moral habits. A tiny 
baby of @ few months old knows very 
well if the habit of loud crying will pro- 
cure for it What it wants. and if not 
checked it will develop into the irritable,

FAMILY DESERTION. 


Children's Aid. 

The following is taken from the ex- 
ecllent report of Mr. J, J. Kelso, Super- 
intendent of Neglected Children of the 
Province. and is something which should 
stir every community to try and have 
the law bear more heavily on wife de- 
serters and non-supporters:— 

“The desertion of wife and children 
by the responsible head of the family 
continues to be one of the most prolific 
causes of dependency. Public institu- 
tiuns in all parts of the country are 
overcrowded with this class, and in ad- 
dition to the misery caused by these 
cruel desertions, the burden of expense 
thrown unfairly upon the charitable 
public is simply appalling. No effort is 
made to bring these men back and com- 
pel them to do their duty, and even 
when they remain in town they are al- 
lowed an order of separation in the 
pelice court that frees them from re 
sponsibjlity. 

“Many children go astray because 
their mothers are widows or deserted 
wives compelied to go out working and 
thus leave the young peéople to their 
own devices. This fact is emphasized 
almost hourly in every office where the 
problems connected with neglected or 
dependent children are being studied. 
Recently a young man called to ask my 
advice about one of his Sunday Schoo! 
scholars, a bright, interesting lad of 
eleven, The boys mother and father 
separated some years ago, with the re- 
sult that the poor woman has to go out 
hcusecleaning te earn her living. The 
bey, although so young, hes been en- 
goged as a messenger and has been 
thrown into daily temptations beyond 
his years of moral strength. Twice al- 
ready he has been in the hands of the 
pelice and is regarded as having a crim- 
inal record. Just think of it, a little 
fellow barely out of the kindergarten 
class, who ts known to the police and 
detective force as a dangérous youth, 
and this I was assufed was the fact! 
What is needed for this little fellow ‘3s 
not a reformatory, but a good home fn 
scme quiet country district where he | 
will be under firm but kindly infli- 
ences,”

PLANT TO.GROW YOUR OWN FEED. 


It makes no difference how well a 
man may understand the care of milk 
and cream and the making of butler, he 
cannot make dairying a profitable busi- 
ness unless he studies how to feed so 
as to leave a wide margin between the 
ecst of the cow's ration and the value 
ol her products, says D. C, Coruman. 

With a view to ascertaining “where 
be is at,” the farmer who is engaged 
In dairying, if he buys feed stuffs in 
the mace should ask himself if he 
could not produce something much 
more cheaply on his own land, which 
would contain practically the same ele 
ments, 

All dairymen who have studied the 
science of feeding, know that a given 
amount of protein is absolutely neces- 
sary, and therefore in some form or 
other supply it to their cows, and even 
the unscientific farmer has observed 
that bran is a very good food-stuff to 
increase~the flow of milk if he js feed- 
ing corn fodder, millet or ‘timothy hay, 
hut it d not have any appreciable ef- 
fect if his is gelling clover, In the 
latter case & feed of corn nubbins or 
we corn is what has the desired ef- 

ect. 

He has, or maybe has not, deduced 
from this, that bran and clover are 
similar as {i the elements they contain, 
and one might be substituted far the 
other, By actual analysis bran has been 
found to contain 12.3 pounds of protein 
in a hundred weight and 37.1 pounds 
of carbohydrates, Compare this with 
the table below giving the per cent of 
these elements in the hay made from 
the principal legumes:

Having made the comparison which 
these figures make possible, it is easy 
te decide whether it pays to buy’ bran 
{o supplement the corn silage and fod- 
aer raised on the farm. Take the cost 
of a ton of bran; two tons of clover are 
more than its equal in feeding value, 
Hew many tons can you raise to the 
acre? If you answer “three,” then an 
acre of clover is worth to you the price 
of one and one-half tong of bran, minus 
ie work of cutting and putting up the 
uay, 

Alsike clover compares more favor- 
ably with bran than does the red clover, 
Lut as its yield is never so great, an 
acre would grow an amount of hay of 
less value than that produced on an acre 
of common clover, Alfalfa ranks near- 
est the bran in feeding value, pound for 
pound, and as its yield is greater than 
the other legumes mentioned, it is eusily 
seen that it is the most profitable to 
grow. Some experiment stations report 
yields of from five fons up por acre, 
and some vrowers have claimed as high 
as ten toms, which seems fabulous. 

Cowpeas make u very fair comparison 
with bran and there is no question thal 
two-or"three tons can eusily be raised 
fe the acre of the Jatler varie'ies at leust, 
though we have no doubt that the mere 
quickly growing sorts like the New Era 
and Whippoorwill would yield) that 
amount of,hay if the land js fairly fer- 
tile. 

The question for the farmer dairyman 
ta decide, then, is whethcr it pays to 
buy bran, when by growing legum nous 
plants the same elements may be fur- 
mished., and a high price be golten out 
of the use of this land. while the soil 
will be left in belter condition than be 
fore the crop Was grown,

Miss Brewder, who was Green's fian- 
cee, became hysterical and subsequently 
unconscious, and was revived with dif- 
ficulty after the arrival of the yacht at 
Aylmer. Grean’s body has not been

bng of milk. If the standard cults for 
4 per cent. of butter fat. the midulemen 
Will insist that the producers put on 
Tigh fat and low-yield) cows, and the 
meddlemen will take the 5 ar 6 per cent, 
milk from the farmers and skim ib 
down to the legal 4 per cent. standard. 
In ne case is consumer benefilled by the 
standard, Tf the standard be abol’she 1, 
the milk may be sald on test. and the 
eonsuiner will be able to get what he 
desires, Then nobody is deceived or 
defrauded, In the case «f a product so 
Veriuble as milk. ranging from 1.9 lo 
Iper cent jn butter fat, a state standard 
of: 2.5 or 3.5 is an absurdity, Cut out 
the slandards and a “square deat’ will

SOLDIERS DRIVEN TO SUICIDE. 


‘Terrible Maltreatment of Privates in 
the German Army. 


Eight nonCommissioned officers of the 
First Regiment of the Field Artillery of 
the Guard were summoned the other day 
at Berlin, Germany, before a divisicnal 
courbmurtial, charged with cruelly mal. 
treating their recruits, 

Not for five years has the German 
public been shocked by such disyrace- 
ful details, One of the ruffians arraign- 
ed. a eergeant named = Thamm, is ac- 
cused of mise nduct and maltreatinent 
in oyer 600 cuses, ‘The worst case was 
that of a gunner named Knobbe, who 
recently commithed suicide to escape 
fvomr Thainm and his like. This unfor- 
tunate “defender of the Fatherland’ was 
so miultreated that he was obliged to go 
te a hospital, When he refurned cured 
te the barracks the torture wus renewed, 
and to éscape it he flung: himself from 
a window three storeys high. 

Jueks, cuflings, pulling of ears till the 
blgod came, lashings with driving whips 
were ameng the ordinary means em- 
ployed by these brutes to enforce dis- 
mpline and “waken up” backward men. 
When the witnesses were asked by the 
court why they did not complain to their 
superiors, they repled they were afraid 
that their lot would he in consequence 
werse instead of better, General sur- 
prise is expressed in Berlin that) this 
sys'einatic cruelly, whieh has been pro- 
ceeding for yeurs, was uppurently un- 
known fo the officers of the regument. 

In his’ defence, Thamm said that he 
beat Knobbe because of his stupidity. 
hut others testifled that Knobbe showed 
weakness of mind only affer long ill- 
treatinent. Pieces of heavy iron from 
gunners’ harness were used, they said, 
in beating the men, - 

The court sentenced Thamm to fifteen 
months’ imprisonment and degradation, 
The other defendants were sentenced to 
terms of urrest in banracks varying 
from three months to three weeks,

He did none of these things, but he 
raised a quibble upon a point of order, 
and preferred to secure any little ad- 
vantage the circulation of an untruth 
would give to his party, even at the 
expense of honesty and the respect of 
his fellow members.

How Some Pretty and Marvelous Ef- 
fects May Be Produced, 

There are degrees of skill in all pas- 
times, but one would hardly think that 
there were specialists in the art of 
blowing soap bubbles. An article in 


the Windsor Magazine by Meredith Nu- 


gent, however, shows that: some very 
pretty and marvelous effects may be 
obtained by the exercise of care and 
patience with soap and water. 

The first step is to make a solution 
by rubbing pure white castile soap into 
a bowl partly filled with water until a 
Then remove 
every particle of lather, dip a clay pipe 


blow a bubble. 

If you can blow one six inches in di- 
ameter so that it will hang suspended 
from the pipe and will allow your fore- 
finger covered with the solution to be 
pushed through into the bubble with- 
out breaking, then the mixture is ready 
for use. 

Six bubbles may be blown, one inside 
the other. This is performed by dip- 
ping the end of a straw in the soapy 
water and after resting the wet end 
upon an inverted plate or sheet of 
glass, which should have been previ- 
ously wet with the solution, blow a 
bubble six inches in diameter, 

Then dip the straw into the solution 
again, carefully thrust it through into 
the center of this first bubble and blow 
another, Continue in this manner until 


_ all the bubbies are in position. Great

FRUIT CROP REPORT, 

Weather conditions—The 
conditions throughout the Dominion 
for the past month have been generally 
favorable for fruit. The first three 
weeks were exceptionally dry in the 
fruit districts: of Ontario, but occas- 
ional showers after the 20th have pre- 
vented serious injury except that the 
samples of strawberries in some 
were not so large as usual, ‘Nove 
Scotia and Prince Edward Island have 
had exceptionally favorable ther. 
In British Columbia, though the 
weather was cool and wet till the early 
part of June, conditions were not 
iously affected. During the latter pai 
of the month the temperature has b 
higher with occasional shewers. } 

Apples—Prospects are not so good 
this month as Jast. The “set” of fruit 
was not as good as was expected, and 
the dry weather has probably increased 
the June “drop”. A fair estimate of 
the present conditions would be an 
average or'slightly above the average 
crop of early and fall apples, with 
winter apples@ somewhat below a 
medium crop, The districts producing 
the larger quantity of fruit in Ontario, 
such gs the counties of Hastings, Dur- 
ham and Northumberland, have rather 
a light crop of winter apples. 

Speaking generally for the whole 
apple belt, Spies, Baldwins and Kings 
will be light, Russets a medium crop, 
Bon Davis nearly a full crop, Greenings 
a medium crop, the Frmeuse above the 
average almost every where and at least 
an average crop of fairly clean good- 
sized fruit in the Ottawa and St, Law- 
rence Valleys. 

In Nova Scotia the prospects for the 
apple crop as a whole are particularly 
good this being a bearing year for the 
Gravenstein, There are no unfavor- 
able conditions in British Columbia, 
the prospects showing @ medium crop 

Pears and Plums—The prospects for 
pearsand plums are only medium. 
Bartletts and Kieffers have the best 
showing. : 

Peaches—Early varieties will be 
fairly abundant, somewhat above the 
average, late varieties a medium crop. 
In the early varieties, Alexander, 
Early Rivers avd Triumph. are report- 


ed bearing full crops. Of the latter 
varietios, St, John will be only a} 
medium crop, the Early Crawford

Elbertas are bearing heavily where!

those not sprayed have in many cases

Tomatoes-—The prospects for tom- 
atoes are excellent.

Cherriss—Sweet cherries 
somewhat scarce, sour 
plentiful, 

Grapes—Grapes look well and 
mise a full crop 

Small Fruits—Witb a moderate 
amount of rain small fruits will likely 
give a large crop. The conditions are 
so favorable over all the fruit produc- 
ing sections that th@ aggregate of the 
crop will likely be very large. 

Insects—Insects are not’ more pre- 
valent than at this time last year, and 
fungous diseases are pot specially in 
evidence. Up tothe presenttime most 
injury bas been done by the Cigar 
Case Bearer, the Bud Moth, Canker 
Worm, Green Fruit Worm and Oyster 
Shell Bark Louse. 

The prospects for apples in Great 
Britain and for fruit crop generally | 
are particularly good and there are no! 
serious adverse conditions reported 
from the Cortinent.

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JAIL FOR TAKING LOAN. 
Bankrupt Loses Honor and Rank by 
suying Horses on Credit. 

English law is always very strict with 
regard to bankrupts. who, having’ failed 
to secure a discharge of their bankruptcy 
from the courts, secure credit for more 
than $100, 

This Everard William Wylde, has just 
found to his cost. For he has been sen- 
tenced to three months’ imprisonment 
for an offence of this kind and will in 
all probability entail the forfeiture of his 
cross of the Order of St. Michael and St. 
George, which he received for his services 
as delegate of the British Government to 
the International Slave Trade Congress 
at Brussels in 1889. 

Wylde is a man of 60 years of age, who 
has spent a number of years in the For- 
eign Office, from which he was obliged 
after 30 years of service to retire on ac- 
count of financial difficulties, 

He has on several occasions been em- 
ployed as secretary of legation and bears 
a name honored in the annals of the 
Foreign Office, where his’ father and 
crandfather served with distinction be- 
fore him. and also at court, with which 
his people were likewise connected.

‘| Kands them to the Superintendent of the 
‘| Wardrobe, [It is King Edward’s wish 
to pay a fair and reasonable price for 
everything he buys in this way, and it 
|\|is Mr. Chandler’s business to see that 
‘| tne price charged is reasonable, and 
|} not extortionate, as is

Before 
the King dons a uniform, it is put on a 
dummy figure by Mr. Chandler's assis- 
tants, and is then carefully inspected by 
the Superintendent of the Wardrobe, 
who has to see that every buckle, band, 
strap, and ribbon are all in their right 
places—a piece of work sthat requires a 
most accurate and complete knowledge 
of a highly intricate subject to be per- 
formed efficiently and. correctly. 

In addition, the Superintendent of the 
Wardrobe has to know how to place 
correctly every order worn by the King. 
In his knowledge on this subject Mr. 
Chandler is said to be without a rival 
n Europe, with the exception of King 





Fdward himself, who is probably the 
greatest living authority on the subject 
of Eurapean orders, A story is told that 
én one occasion the Superintendent of 
the Wardrobe “passed” the placing of 
the

over, instead of under, the Star of In- 
dia On one of his Majesty's uniforms, 
{he lutter taking precedence over the 
farmer order, His Majesty instantly 
detected the slip which the Superintend- 
ent of the Wardrobe had made. and 
drew his uttention to it with a smile; but 
this is the only mistake on record 
against Mr. Chandler, 

When the King orders a new uniform 
a design of it is first sent to the Super- 
intendent of the Wardrobe, who has to 
se that it is corrgt in every detail be- 
fore it is submitted to his Majesty for 
final approval. 

His Majesty's uniforms are kept in a 
long row of muhogany wardrobes. There 
are over-a hundred of these wardrobes. 
each containing four uniforms. Each 
wardrobe is numbered, and a full de- 
tujled statement of ils contents is set 
eut in the wardrobe-book. the page- 
number being the same as the number 
of the wardrobe.—London Answers,

BEASON WHEN CREDITORS COLLECT 
THEIR DUES. 


Bpectal Food for the Celebration—Ofter- 
tags to the Gods and to Ones 
Friends. 


“The Japanese celebrate the New Year 
Day as we do the Christmas Day,” 
writes Frank Tokio in the Japan Cur- 
rent. \“A few days previous to the last 
of Jantary are the busiest, not only on 
account of the multitude of shoppers, 
but also on account of the large amount 
cf bills the shopkeepers have to collect 
ag their customers for the year end- 

g. 

“In Japan the shops sell their goods 
extensively on trust. A considerable 
tumber of customers of these shops do 
not remit bills prumplly. The pills re 
main in the hands of the customers 
aunetimes for a whole year, 

“So the shopkeepers “are obliged to 
ire a number of couectors. These car- 
ry the bills in their bags and call upon 
the Jelinquent customers for payment at 
the end of the year, 

“According to the custom in Japan tha 
bills and money lent personaily may be 
collected until the midnight of Decem- 
ber 31. With the dawn of the New Year 
Day they ure liable to be left unpaid un- 
til ‘the end of the year comes around 
again. So the collectors strenuously hunt 
up the.payers of the bills thpoughout the 

y ith a chochin, 


A JAPANESE LANTERN. 


“A delinquent debtor who does not 
care to pay the bills which he expects 
tu be sent bo him will close his dodr 
early in the evening and go to bed. So 
very often their collectors are to be seen 
hovering about on the street until the 
dawn still carrying their chochin in their 
hund. When they enter the debtors 
house ‘they will say good evening in- 
siead of good momming, 

“The Japanese, in order to celebrate 
the New Year Day, prepare w day or tw) 
ahead a peculiar {vod called mochi, 
which ig a sort of unleavened bread 
made of a kind of rice which has a great- 
ey measure of tenacious quality than 
other kinds. Bushels of rice ure steamed 
in a large barrel shaped utensil, which 
is placed on top of a flat botler. 

“After the vice is sufliciently steamed 
to make it soft enough to ke kneaded 
into dough it is taken out, a portion at 
4a time, into uw stone mortar, in which 
it is kneaded. Half a dozen men and 
qua dservants stand around the mortar. 
The men hold in their hunds pickux#like 
wooden tools with blunt points, while 
the maids hold wooden poles, point 
blunt, for poking purposes, 

“Keeping time with the songs they 
sing the men swing their pickuxes, while 
the women keep turning the rice with 
their poles. In about fifteen minutes the 
dcugh iis well kneaded and is them placed 
on w large flour spread board. The 
lady of the family sprinkles flour on the 
hands of half a dozen other ladies who 
are Avaiting to help, 


KIMONO SLEEVES TUCKED UP. 


“Tho lady of the family cuts the 
dough intw pieces of different sizes, and 
the other ladies take them and make 
them into mochi, These wre usually 
round, an inch or two in diameter, and 
from half an inch to two inches thick, 
with ‘heir tops in the shape of a bald 
head. The work begins just «after mid- 
might and ends at 10 or 11 o'clock, An 
average family makes about a hundred 
mochi. 

“The larger ones are used as offerings 
fo the family gods. Half a dezen differ- 
em! sized imochi-are piled on a table, the 
smulleron lop of the larger, and on top 
of them all is placed am orange with the 
leaves of a tree Which corresponds to

Under his predecessors the palace ex- 
penses were the first lien on whatever 
revenue the country produced. But now- 
adays there is a Parliament, and the ap- 
propriation made for the Shah and his 
hcusehold for the current year is only 
$500,000, ; * 

Though money goes a good way in 
Persia, this sum is not one-fifth enough 
{co maintain the establishment on ils pre- 
sent scale. All the officeholders stormed 
and*® the harem of Nasr-ed-Din, grand- 
father of the present Shah, went in car- 
riages to the Palace of Baharistan to re- 
monstrate. But the Parliament stood pat 
and when the Shah contémplated dis- 
sclving it and withdrawing the new con- 
stitution he found he would have too 
much trouble on his hands. 

Just how he will deal with the expense 
acounts remains to be seen; he certainly 
has done nothing to reduce it. The train 
of servants and attendants, high and low, 
still numbers more than 1,500 men, and 
there are more than 1,000 women in the 
anderoun, or harem, with their numbers 
rather increasing than diminishing. 


THE SHAH'S PALACE 


is situated in the oldes tquarter of Te- 
heran, called the Ark. It consists of a 
number of houses and pavilions built 
at various times and located haphazard 
among beautiful gardens. 

. The buildings useu by the Shah himself 
sre called the biroun, There the staff of 
ceurt dignitaries are on duty all day. 
They number altogether from 600 to 700 
men. 

Across the gulistan or gardens, ™ the 
most remote part of the enclosure, the 
Kadje-Bashi or chief of the eunuchs holds | 
sway with his regiment of dusky guard- 
iuns of the anderoun, The gardens are 
c:vided into the men's enclosure and the 
women's inlo which no man but the mas- 
tei may ever enter. 7 

The walls are lined with encaustic tiles, 
rippling brooks intersect green lawns and 
georgeous flower beds, Shade trees hang 
over deep pools that coo] the air. Song- 
birds in vast aviaries concealed by shrub- 
bery animate the scene with their car- 
olling, and hidden musicians play in the 
summer houses all day and late into the 
night, a fashion borrowed, it is said, from 
India. 

The women of the anderoun have a 
double hierarchy, There are in the first 
place the official authorities, There is 
also the purely social hierarchy, at the 
tap of which are the princesses. of the | 
Kadjar line, the Shah's own family, who | 
have borne sons of rank to succeed to 
the throne. All women of the Kadjar,; 
race have undisputed precedence. 

Next come the favorites of noble fam- 
ily and after them beauties of lower rank. | 
3eneath these are the hundreds of attend- 
ants and companions, down to the kit- 
chen maids. The system is much more | 
aristocratic than the Sultan’s seraglio, , 
but any woman may secure a cerlain ele- 
vation by winning the notice of the Shah. 

Some of the great princesses have pavi- 
lions all to themselves, with suites of | 
attendance and servants. The other fav- | 
orites live {n groups with their house- 
holds in common.

FIRST BALLOON ASCENT. 


It Created a Huge Sensation—Oceurred 
in 1 


The ascent of the first balloon go 
up in the British Isles {rom London, 
created an immense sensation. 

Manned by a young Jtalian named Vin-|' 
cent Lunardi, it ascended {rom Moor-| | 
fields, then an open space of ground, on 
September 15th, 1784, in the presence of 
more than 100,000 spectators. 

Instantly, as if by comimon consent all 
business was suspended, the King him- 
self setting the example by adjourning 
a Cabinet Council that just then hap- 
pened to be sitting. 

Vast crowds followed the balloon’s 
course, some on horseback, in carts, in 
chaises, but mastly in foot, The great 
North Road, above which the aeronaut 
sailed for some distance, was a roaring 
river of humanity. 

Many were hurt in the crush, but the 
only fatality recorded in connection with 
the ascent was the death from fright of 
an old country-woman, who, coming out 
cf her cottage to see what the excite- 
ment was about, beheld the balloon just 
above her head. ; 

On the other hand, Lunardi undoubt- 
edly saved one man’s life, a jury bring- 
ing a verdict of “not guilty” on a notor- 
ious highwayman in order that they, the 
prisoner and the judge who was trying 
the case, might rush out of court to see 
the balloon. 

The aeronaut descended eventually 
ear Ware, in Hertfordshire, where his 
idden drop from the clouds was the 
cause of more astonishment and excite- 
ment, Many of the spectators, we are 
told swooned with fear, while others 
urged the putting of poor Lunardi to 
death there and then, on the ground 
that he must needs be a sorcerer, and ip 
league with the Evil One.

The rig is enchant- 
ing on young women, but the few Occi- 
dental and a doctor or two who have 
had a peep into the anderoun speak with 
shuddering, of the appearance-of the old 
and middle aged women—esnpecially as 
they gay the Persian woman when she 
grows old grows fat, 

The Shah spends only his nights in the} 
anderoun, He leaves it every morning 
at early prayer time. He spends his day 
in hunting. sleeping, and eating, with 
occasional conferences with his Ministers 
cr receptions to foreign representatives, 

The rooms of the biroun, the equivalent 
o? the Turkish selamlik, are all decorated 
wilh glass. The floors ane filed but the 
tiles are hidden under priceless carpets, 
The walls are panelled with mirrors or 
with moulded and engraved glass. Fes- 
toons of crystals hang from the ceilings. 

THE PRESENT SHAH 

is indd@ent and Oriental in his habits. 
Sometimes he will spend half the day 
smoking and dozing. Capriciously he will 
start off for one of his five hunting lod- 
ves near the capital, where he can find 
any sort of game from panthers down 
to a quail. 

He takes his meals wherever he hap- 
pens to be when the desire seizes him. 
His kitchens are always on the. alert; 
there are 800 cooks and scullions in 
them, “ 

The dishes are passed from these to a 
grade of attendants who may be said to 
correspond with our footmen. These 
pass them along to the chamberlains, who 
may serve them if no higher dignitiary 
is on hand, but the highest official of the 
court who happens to be present has the 
right to present them to the Shah. 

All the courses are served together. 
The staple dishes are rice with saffron, 
chicken fricassee, yenison, and roast mut- 
ton cut in chunks, served en brochette 
and called kebab.

No- 
bcdy knows the wealth stored up in il, 
In the building called the museum there 
are said to be bins of emeralds, topazes,

There are besides priceless articles of 
pottery and metal work, Japanese and 
Chinese, Indian, Sevres, Dresden china, 
gold silver and steel work from all parts 
of the Oriertt. The collection of ancient

[t is intangible, indescribable. But it ia 
there. She is the sort of woman cone 
reads a’ out in novels, but rarely meets 
in a lifetime. 


SHE LEAVES THE KITCHEN. 


Ten years ago Wialsewa was a ser- 
vant on a country estate in the province 
of Moscow. Nobody knows exactly who 
her parents were. She had grown up 
in the village without either mother or 
father, and when 16 years old went to 
serve at the manor house.

A VOLCANO IN ENGLAND. 


A Mininture Eruption Was Witnessed in 
Dorset. 


A voleanit eruption in moniature which 
took place recently in the blue las clits 
eost of Lyme Regis. Dorset. England, 
furnisbed an impressive and piclure-que 
s,e-tucle, 

When it Was discovered that the 
burning mound. which attracted so 
muh altentian in January last. was in 
a state of great activity, hundreds of 
people gathered on tif surroundiny 
hills to watch the dancing flames und 
clouds ef black smoke that issued from 
the ground, 

Shortly before 2 o'clock a loud rumb- 
ling sound was heard, und the mound 
was suddenly cleft in two. | One-half 
collapsed into the sea, while dense sul- 
phurous fumes belched forth from the 
remaining half. 

A sight that was even more awe-inspir- 
ing followed. Immense portions of the 
eliffs for several hundred yards began 
to slide into the sea, and great boulders 
of rock and lias crashed down into the 
water, 

The landslide continued throughout 
the aflernoon, and many thousands of 
tens of rock now lie on the beach. 

The phenomenon is atiributed by geo- 
logisls to the oxidization of the iron 
pyrites in the shales. When the heat 
involved in this process is great enough 
the sulphur distilled from the mineral 
is set on fire.
